Town Warrant. 


The State of New Hampshire. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Whitefield, in the County of 
Coos, in said State, qualified to vote in Town affairs. You are hereby 
notified to meet at Town Hall, in said Whitefield, on Tuesday the 
ninth day of March next, at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act 
upon the following subjects, viz. 


1st. To choose a Town Clerk. 

2nd. To choose three Selectmen. 

3rd. To choose a Treasirer. 

4th. To choose all other necessary Town Officers. 

5th. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 


Town charges for the ensuing vear and make appropria- 
tiou for the same. 


6th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of highways and bridges. 


7th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the proper 
observances of Memorial Day, and appropriate the same 
to the use of the local Grand Army Post. 


8th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sidewalks. 


9th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the purchase of 
books, and paying all other expenses of the Public Library. 


10th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the purchase of 
school books and supplies. 


11th. To raise such sums as the Town may deem expedient to pay 
on the Town debt. 


12th. To raise such sums as may be necessary for the maintenance 
and building of sewers. 


13th To see if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
hire by Town note, such sums as they deem necessary to 
pay current bills the year ensuing. 


14th. To see how much the town will raise to support street lights. 
15th. To see if the Town will vote to buy a new road machine and 
make an appropriation for the same. 


16th. To see if the town will vote to sell the land formerly oc 
cupied by the stone crusher, and appoint an agent or 
agents to deed the same. 


With To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
chapter 93 of the Session Laws of 1905, in relation to 
caucuses. 

18th. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 


amount of money necessary to secure state aid for the 
permanent improvement of highways, under the law 
passed at the January session 1905 and amendments 


thereto. 

19th. To see how much money the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate for public band concerts for the ensuing 
year. 

20th. To see how much money the town will vote to raise and ap- 


propriate for repairing the town hall.
